NORTHWEST SALES 


Peak Now Expected to 
Develop Later in 
Summer 


INNEAPOLIS, June 6. 

—Unfavorable weather 
in the Northwestern states of 
Minnesota, Montana, North 
and South Dakotas and Wis- 
consin have adversely af- 
fected sales of automobiles 
curing the past month, and 
distributors agree that the 
peak selling season has only 
been delayed and that heavy 
selling will now be continued 


well into the summer. 

Sales in the five states 
during the first four months of 
this year, however, have shown a 
marked gain over the same period 
of 1928, the actual registrations of 
new cars being 80,705 for this vear, 
as compared with 59,099 for 
same period of 1928. 

The return of Ford to more 
nearly normal production this 
year has, of course, accounted for 
a large percentage of this in- 
crease, as last year the Ford 
plants were almost at a stand- 
still during the early spring sell- 
ing months, and Ford registra- 
tions in the five states named 
totaled only 3,049, as compared 
with 27,543 for the same period 
this year.

And with the return 
of good weather and improved road 
conditions it is expected that the 
selling peak will be carried well into 
the summer with total sales show- 
ing a good gain over 1928 before 
the end of the year. 

As registrations now stand, elimi- 
nating both Ford and Chevrolet 
from the list, the other makes 
Show a gain of 349 in the registra- 
tion this year, the figures being 
36,059 tor makes other than Ford 
and Chevrolet in 1928, as compared 
with 36,408 for the same group in 
the first four months of 1929.
